67. At this we doe exceedingly rejoyce, that the time is borne, that we 
are lead from the Towre of Babe], and are able to jce the holy God in the 
SenſUVAIl Language: Halfelujah.

eyen ſo the ſpirit { of nature] drove: the children of men to the ex- 
treameſe Height, that they alſo would: build theman High Tower like 
to an high Tree, or tall ſtalke; for it would manifeſt irs bloſſome, 
and fruits alſo, in the higheſt of the ſtalke ; and upon the Towre 
which they would build up unto heaven, the SensU411 Spirit opened 
itſe|f with the Bloſſlome. * 

70. Far mans will was, that they would aſcend up to God; and the 
God of | nature, or \henſe, put forth himſelfe in the ſ4gme deſire and 
will, for they ſought him, ozely, in a circumſcribed, [Local], outward, 
manner; andeven ſo he applyed himſelfe tothem in a Conceived forme 
of Sence out of the contrived formed tongues and Languages, where- 
in 2otwithſta, ding they were dumband knew him not. | 

71. They were entered with the Sence. vis. with the * Atertall 
ſpirit into Nature, and naturehad captivated them in the underſtand. 
#7; therefoge God alſo manifeſted himſelfe to them with the Senſual! 
Spirit in the contrived forme of the tongues out of the ſeventy two

73. For, the Senſeof mans ſpeech, that he is able to ſpeake , doth 
come unto him originally out of the divine word, which introduced 
It ſelfe with the Yerbum Fiat intoa creation, now this word brought 
forth it ſelfe through the compacted properties, according to their 
Compa@ion, nature, kinde, forme, and property ; for ſo diſtin& and 
variows alſo are the Senſes in the quality even 1n the place of thi 
world, far otherwiſe in one Country, then in another, and even 
God did likewiſe form the Languages according to the property of 
every Land and Conntry.

that it ſhould there ſtand as a great wonder,which cn had made in their

Selfiſhneſſe, and a peculiar Selfly underſtanding, fo that they did not 
any longer underſtand one another; where the underſtanding was 
compacted and brought into a propriety out of, and according to, the 
Three Alphabo ts, © | 

7. This compatted formed Tongue, the holy Ghoſt did opez on the 
day of Pentecoſt jn St Peters Sermon, where Peter from the opened Sen. 
ſhall congue ſpake in 9c Language af Langnagesz and this was alſo. 
Adams Language, whence he gave Names to all creatures. 

8. Thus underſtand us aright , what Babel and the Towre of Babel 
doth typifie- and point out. The City Babel is the Harm-like man, who 
buildeth this City upon the earth 3/ the Towre is his Self-choſen God, 
and Divine worſhip : all Reaſon-taught, from the ſchool of this world, 
are the Mafter- builders of this Towres all thoſe who have ſet up them. 
ſelver robe Teachers, and are cheſtn therewnto by man without Gods ſpi 
rit, they are the Maſler-wor e-men at this Towre, and the 7dol of the

and friendſhip towards them, yet all this did not help. 
11. And although they told them, that if they would be circumciſed, 
and be one people with them, they would give them thcir ſiſter; yer

Eſan.. Thin ſaid Jacob unto his Houſehold , and to-ull that were with him, Put 
away, fromt you the ſtrange Gods whith are among you , and cleanſe your ſeluts; 
and.change your Garments, and let ws ariſe, atitl go to Bethel , that IT may there: 
make an Altar to God, who hath heard mee in the time of my trouble, and bath: 
beta with mee in the way which 1 have gone: 'Thet: they gave wnto him all the 
ſtrange Gods which were in their hands , and'their ear-rings,, und he buried 
them under an Oake which was by Sichems 5, And they went forth, and the ſeare 
of the' Lord came upon the Cities which lay ronnd'about them, that they did not 
purſue after the Sons of Jacob.

wives and children, having plundered and ſpoiled all, then Jacob was 


afraid of the People of the Land, and ther. God called him from thence 
togoto Bethel, and make an Altar there.

2. When men, boththe Jewes, and afterward the Chriſtians, were 
grown up In fleſbly whoredome and unchaſt lite, and became wicked, 
then would God's Spirit depart from them, and then they began a ſpi- 
ritual whoredome and 7dolatry and were <rroneous in their opinions, 
and would fall together by the eares, and ſay one to anGther, he deflou- 
reth his ſiſter Dinah, that is, his worſhip and ſervice of God, and would 
fall one upon another, and murther, kill, plunder, ſpoile, and rob one 
- another with warrs, and bring their Country to deſolation and miſery ; 
And then when they ſhould ſtick in ſuch miſery and trouble , they 
would attaine the feare and trembling,as heere 7acob upodthe murther 
which his children committed, for the Lord would torch their evil!

deſtitnte, in that, Love worketh and dwelleth therein. 

| 20, ForLove 1n its owne property is nothing cle, but the Divine bu. 
mility out of the profundity or ground of the Eternall One; Love ſeek. 
eth nordefireth any thing but the One, for it ſelfe is the 0xe ; vis. the 
Eternall Nothing,and yet 15 through All.and in All, but the appropria- 
cion of ſelfe-will, 15 a Nothing to it. Es 


21. Therefore all is fooliſh and eſteemed evil/ and baſe, in the fight 


of Gods Love, whatſoever willeth 1n its owze ſelfe Ability : though it 
may wel be profitable.as whereby the willing of nothing manifeſterh it 


ſelfe, yet it is inthe fight ofthe willing of Nothing, onelyn Phantaſey, 


viz.a Sport of its owne driving on, and tormenting it ſelfe. | 
22. For that which willeth nothing, but onely that out of whichit 

is proceeded, that hath =o torment in it ſelfe; for that, to it ſelfe, is No- 

thing, but is, onely to that,out of which it is proceeded, it ſtandeth ſub- 


. miffivetoits Maker that madeit, he may cauſe it to be Something or 


Nothing: and thus it is one and the ſame thing with the Eternal One: 
for it tormenteth not it ſelfe, it loveth not it ſelte, it feeleth not it ſelfe 
in its owne will : for it hath no will of its owne, but is given up to the 
Totall or mtiverſal. 

23. As wee ſee that the foure Elements ſtand in ſucha will ; they are 
fonre, and yet but one; for the foure ſtand in one Ground, & the Ground 
15neither hot nor cold, neither moiſt nor drie: 1t is that One Element, 
an unperceptible Life: but thus it would not be manifeſted to it ſelfe; 
Therefore God hath ſtirredit up, and exhaled and unfolded 'it out of 

himſelfe, that there might be oppoſetior to it ſelte, and might perpe- 
tually ſtand in ſtrife, that the One might be manifeſted in Multiplicity. 

24. But heerin neither of them deſtroyeth the other that it ſhould 
ceaſe to be, and benothing , but that which is overpowered ſtandeth ſtil 
to that which hath overpowered it, the heate-to the cold, or the cold to 
the heate,and there 1s 20 ſelfe poſſeſſion or willing,but one Element wil- 

leth the other, that the other may be manifeſt, and when. it it manifeſt, 
then it giveth 1t ſelfe to the ſironge/t inthe Stirring, and ſo theres a 
ſtrife, and yet the greateſt Love between them : for, in regard of the

25. Therefore Man in reſpe& of his own willing,is an Enemy to him- 
ſelfe : if he did give his will to God, and did yeeld to him, then God 
would will through him, and with him, and his willing were Gods wil- 
ling: But ſeeing heloveth his owne willing, and not chat which hath 
viven him the williing 3 it is a twofold Injury. F

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26.z One in reſpe& of the owne willing , that he will not hold ſtill to 
the Originall and Ground of his willing, and beone and the ſame thing 
with it, as the foure Elements doe all give up their willing into the

27. A ſecond is, that he breaketh off his Love from the Love of the - 


Abyjſe, and loveth humſelfe,and forſaketh the Love that hath given him

28. And the unquietnes bringeth into Anxiety, and the Anxiety 
ſtandeth in the deſire of his will, and the deſire includeth and over-ſha- 
doweth it ſelfe, ſo that it is dark in it ſelfe,and cannot ſee it ſelfe: there- 
fore the ſelfe-will runneth on in meere dark Anxiety, and vexeth it ſelfe 
in the deſire, and ſeeketh the Love 1n the Deſire, and yet findeth no-

manifeſt before the Eyes of Joſeph, ſo that Joſeph knew and underſtood 
their Theft, ar{d therefore cauſed them to be held for Theeves, and cau- 
ſed them to be purſued as Theeves, and fetched them back againe, and 
ſet them before the Judgement. 

41. But in ſtead of their Theevery of their committed Sinnes, where- 
by they had forfeited their Lives, Joſeph cauſed his Silver Cup to be layd 
to the Gift in their Sack, and cauſed them to be blamed for the Cup : 
which they would not confeſle. : 


The Figure ſtandeth thus. 


42. When a Man, as 1s above-mentioned, becometh a true Chriſtzar, 
ſo that God giveth him his Grace,then he layeth his Grace hiddealy in 
the Sack of his Body in the Eſſences of Life ; and moreover layeth there. 
in the Cup of the Croſſe, and blameth it no more in Conſcience in reſpe& 
of its manifold commitred ſinnes, for he hath: utterly deſtroyed them 
with the Grace of forgiveneſſe, and filled the Sack of his finnes with 
Grace for the hunger of the poore ſoute ; bit it layeth now the Cup of 
Chriſt to 1ts Charge, that it 1s Guilty of that, viz. of Chriſts being ſcor- 
ned, alſo of his Suffering and Death, that he hath brought Chriſt to the 
Croſle with his finnes, that it is verily Guilty of the Cup of Chriſts 
Crofle, and not wholly righteous. 

43. For when God by his Grace forgiveth him the * ſinnes unto 
Death, then he cauſeth this Cup of Chfiſt to be layd aloft in the Sack ; 
ſeeing Chriſt himſelfe hath the Guilt of theſe finaeslayd upon him,and 
hath taker them upon him , therefore now this Man 1s guilty of the Cup 
of Chrilts Croſſe, (1n which Chriſt muſttaſt and drink out the Anger 
of God in Man ) and Gods righteoutſheſle, requires of hin, to enter into 
the ſuffering, ſcorne,& Death of Chriſt, that he ſhould dye with Chriſt, 
and give himſelfe up to his ſcorne, and ſuffer with Chriſt. 

4. But ſeeing he cannot doe that, and 7s too weake to enter into ſuch 
ſufferings in the Anger of God, therefore hath Grace put this Cup alſo 
into him,that he might drink of Chriſts vi&ory,and Propheſie or Divine 
of Chriſts ſuffering and Death, and make them knowye. 

45- But Gods righteouſneſle, which now requireth Man to bein the 
proceſle of Chriſt, viz. in Chriſts Sufferings and Death, and yet findeth 
him not a[wazes,in his Converſation, and #:/,therein ; accuſeth him for 
a Theefe, who carrieth the Cup of Chriſts Croſſe but as a Theete in the 
Sack of his'Lifes Eflences, and chargeth him of Theft,if he walke other- 
wiſe then in the Proceſle and Imitation of Chriſt. 

46. For Chriſt hath received Man into his Sufferings and Death,and 
turned away the righteouſneſle of Gods Arger,and introduced him with 
his Guilt of Eternall Death, into his zz-mocert Death; and is dead from 
the ſinnes and wickednefſe in himſelfe, and in this dying of Chriſt, 
Gods righteouſneſle in the Anger, requiretha Chriſtian Man to be. 

47. But if he walke out of this path and not1n it, then fayth righte- 
ouſnefle; thou art a Theefe, and haſt wrongfully got this Cup of Chriſt 
in thy Sack, I will ſett thee —_—_ JR and Sertence, as Joſeph 

2 did 
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did to his brethren, when he cauſed them to be fetched back to the ſen- 
tence of his Judgement. ERS 

48. Therefore hath a Chriſtian who walketh under the Banner of 
Chriſts Croſſe, #0 Excuſe, when God by his Steward, vis.by the Children 
of this world cauſeth him to be Jayd hold on 1n the righteouſneſle of his 
Anger, and chargeth him for a Theete, and an un1ighteous perſon ; 
alſo for a Stranger, Innovator, * Novelliſt, Enthuſiaſt, Foote, and the 
like, when Men loade him with all his faults, and the i7firmities of natu- 
rall ſfinfull fleſh, and without ceaſing blame him as wicked and wnrighte- 
05, and condemne him to the damnation ofthe temporall and Eternall 
Death; and though he is nor in the ſight of the world, nor as to the 
world.Guilty, yet he is lyable to beare the ſcorne, ſuffering, and death of 
Chriſt after him, as a Chriſtian, & 1s lyable to take upon him the whole 
proceſle in the footſteps of Chriſt, and to follow Chriit therein, and to 
ſuffer all, in Chriſt, and wholly to put on Chriſt in his derifion, con. 
tempt,ſuffering,and death, and to beare his Crofle and ſcorne after him, 
that he may enter into Chriſts Kingdome, as a Member of the body of 
Chriſt, that hath ſuffered with him, and hath dayly dyed tothe Anger of 
God in the Death of Chriſt, from his aCtuall ſinnes. 

9g. For, All Sinnes, Blaſphemies, and antruths,which are imputed to 

him wrongfully from the world, which he is not outwardly Guilty of 
in the fa&, that, he ſuffereth in the proceſſe of Chriſt, as a Chriſtian, and 
therein drinketh out of the Cup of Chriſts Croſſe, who hath innocently. 
ſuffered for his ſinnes. | 

50. For if he be not guilty of them in his Lite, yet he is guilty of them 
in the inberited finne, and hath inherited them alſo in the ſzede out of 
which he is proceeded, they lye in his *Ground;he cannot excuſe him- 
ſelfe before God, in the proceſle of Chriſt, he is guilty of a/ Adamicall 
{innes. | | 

51. But this is his Comfort that God manifeſteth them by the children 
of his Anger in this world, and ſo, as a Curſe, by the Children.of Anger, 


faſtneth them to the Crofſle of Chriſt, and in this Manifeſtation drowneth 


them in him in the Bloud and Death of Chriſt, in that he ſtill cleaveth 
to God, as Chriſt to his Father, and ſuffered himſelfe to be accuſed of 
ſinnes which he had ot committed, but had onely inherited them, and 
ſo they were taken from bim, and given to the Anger of God in his 
Judgement that he might codexrme them. png | 

52. For thus alſo Joſeph in this figure appeaſed his juſt Anger, to- 
wards his Brethren ; they were all Guilty towards hizz, but he charged 
them not with their Guilt, but charged them onely with his C#p, for he 
Lad cleerly forgivex them all theirTreſpaſles : but onely congerning the 
Cup he would zot hold them Guiltleſſe, and yet of right they were not 
Gilty of 1t 3 but he had layd it in, as his bounty, and made them guilty 
of 1t. 

53. Thus alſo hath God given us his Grace of meere Love, after that 
wee werecleerly guilty of Eternall Judgemeat,and hath layd Chris and, 
Grace in the Sack of our Life, with his Suffering & Death, with his Cup 
of the Croſle, concerning which he doth »vt hold us Guiltleſſe, wee are 
all Guilty thereof, and have not this'by a Natural! right, bar it 1s layd

was proceeded, and there lay downe his Sack into the Earth, and there 
Gods righteoulſnes ſearcheth into all the naturall Properties, viz.

61. When God blamed and charged Man with Guilt by reaſon of 
finne, and preſented this to him in his Anger by the Deluge or floud, 
alſo by Sodom and Gomorrha, before their Eyes, that they had robbed in 
the houſeof Joſeph, that is, in the Covenant of Grace, and tranſgreſſed the 
Covenant, then went J#dab with his Brethren, that is, Moſes, with the 
Children of J#da and 7/7ae/lin the Manifeſtation ofthe Law, when their 
ſinnes were manifeſted, and that God required the Cup back againe in- 
to joſeph houſe, that is, the Law went back into Joſephs houſe z then J«- 
dab and 1ſraell could not keepe it, and ſoit went into the Grace, and there 
the Covenant of Grace, viz. the right Joſeph, preſented it ſelfe before 
their Eyes and fayd; while you are robbers and evil, doe you ſuppoſe 
I cannot finde you out ? But they could not anſwer him, but muſt yeeld

62. For J/rell could neither keepe the Covenant nor the Law, and 
therefore muſt now fall downe before him and yeeld themfelves to his 
Mercy and Compaſſton ; 1/raell would now give-up himſelfe to be Gods 
owne res but he would not have them Miniſter to him with their 
Law, but would have that to be his ſervant, wherein the Cup lay ; Hee 
would not have onely an outward worſhip and ſervice of God, in the fi. 
gure of Chriſt, with the Law, but he would have Bezjawin, viz, the iti 
ward Ground of the heavenly worlds Subſtance, for a ſervant ; but the 
Miniſter or ſervant of the Law, viz.the Naturall Man, ſhould goe home 
againe in peace Into his fathers Country, andtake the beſtowed Grace a.

64. Thus the poore foule ani it ſelfe up to God, when. Gods righ- 
teouſneſle calleth it to goe back agathe home with the Covenant,then it 
will by no meanes goe back, except it have Benjamin,that is, Chriſt Sub- 
* ſtantially with it,elſe it cannot ſee God; as heere Judas in this Image and 

Type excuſeth | himſelfe,and fayth, if he came back and brought not Benja-

and maderr, out of it ſeife z which is the God of his father : then thae 
divine Word iyeaketh orinſpireth into bim , thatis, it ſpeaketh aGFually 
operatively and powerfully in him: that Night in a viſion, which is as 
much as to fay here, intheſecret hiddennefle of Man, where God hideth 
himſelfe from Reaſon and the Creature, and out of his principle ſpeak- 
eth or 1nſptreth Comfort and power or vertue into the Life; and cal- 
leth him by his Name, as he did Jacob, that is , he compriſeth his Name 
in the word of his ſpeaking, which. is * the Booke of Life, wherein the Nemes 
of the Children of God are Compriſed or written. 

4 And when Man perceiveth him in the power, then he ſpeaketh 
againeintothe Word, and ſayth : Heeream I Lord, make mee what thoy 
w7lt, I ſtand before thee; and that ſame inward Word of God ſayth in 
power, Iam God, the God of thy Father, that is, it giveth to Man in this 
Speaking power, Divine knowledge, ſo that Man learneth to underſtand, 
that God worketh in him, and what God is. 

5. But ſeeing the Body is a dark valley, and moreover an unrighte- 
ous inclination, therefore the Word ſpeaketh into the poore ſoule thus, 
and ſayth;Be #ot affrayd when thou entreſt into Egypt,viz.into Repen- 
tance, and goeſt forth out of the Land of Canaan, viz. from the pleaſnre 
and voluptuouſneſle of the world, fallhood, wickedn elle, and unrighte- 
ouſneſle; although likely they become thy Enemies and perſecute thee, 
yet feare not, I will goe along with thee, into Egypt,that 1s,into thy con- 
vertion. and Divine Obedience, I will help thee to work Repentance, and 
bleffe thee in thy Egypt, viz. in thy working of Repentance, and make 
thy New Birth grow toagreat Tree, which ſhall bring forth auch good 

fruit in the Kingdome of God, as hefaydto Jacob; I will make thee a great 
people mm Egypt, and will bring thee ont from thence againe 3 that is, thou ſhalt 
not remalne as one dead or departed from this world ; although indeed 
thou: goeſt into Repentance, and forſakeſt the world in thy- minde, 
yet I wil! bring thee out of Anxiety, and trouble againe, and leaye thee 
in thy ſtate and condition, if it be right and hoxe## » which is done 
thus. 

6. When Man goeth into this Egypt, he muſt leave all his Land,viz. 
all his temporall pleaſure and L»ſ# of the fiſh, and give up all to God, 
and hold nothing more for his owne, but think that it is not his owne 
but that he is a Miniſter and ſervant 1n it, that he ſhould ſerve God and 
bis fellow Members therein, and ſoregulate his heart as a'P1lgrim in his 
Journey, who is 20 where at home in this world ; He muſt with Facob fit 
In Joſeph, that 1s, in the Holy Ghoſts Chariott , and goe whither ſoeyer 
the fame, in this Famine, will'bring him, then God goeth in and with 

ſothat he worketh and bringeth forth'much di- 
vine

may ſerve Gods deeds of Wonder.alfo himſclfe, and the Members of his 
body,ziz.his Nezgbbours,therein: Nothiog will be taken away from him, 
but only the unrighteouſneſle falſhood, and untruth, God maketh him 
now his ſervant in his ſtate and condition, he #29 well keepe and take a- 
Jong with him his Cattle and his Goods for his zeceſſzcty, as Jacob did, but 
that which is falſe and wicked hee mmnſt put away. | 
8. And when he doth thus, then ſayth God ; Joſeph ſhall Jay his hand 
upon thine Eyes that thou mayeſtſee, that is, 'Chriſt ſhall with his hand 
of Grace lay hold on thy light, blinde as to God, and lay his hand of the 
divine Sunne upon thine Eyes, and then thou wilt: come into divine 
viſion and knowledge 1n thy ſclfe, fo that thy. Reafon will wonder, 
whence ſuch Light,and deepe knowledge cometh to thee. 
9. * Jacob came with Seaventy ſoules in All, with all bis children , and 


 childrers children, of which Sixty fix neto;proceeded ont of his Loynes , which 


went with him, for Joſeph hay begotten two ſonnes in Egypt. 

10. This Number $7ixty ſex, 1sa great and Myfticall Number ; as alſo 
the Number Seavezty, which 1s the Number of the great Babel! - and the 
Number Sixty fix, is the Number of the Beaſt and of the Whore, from 
which, 1ſraell and every childe of God, muſt goe forth. ES 

11. This going forth of 7/raell, 15'n true figure and Image of the laſt 
exit and going forth of the children of Iſraell, viz. the right true Chriſti- 
an, which ſhall alſo goe forth out of this Canamm, viz. out of Babel, jin the 
* Fxd of the Beaſts and the Whores Number, which Signall Starre with 
the Chariott of Joſeph are cleerly appeared, 

12. For the great Famine in the Time of Jacob, wherein is the great 
hunger and wazt of heavenly toode, isat hand, and not onely a hunger 
of th: ſoule after the bread of heaven, but alſo a great vehement anheard 
of, formerly, from the beginning of the-world, hitherio,7mpreſſion, of de- 
fire to {e]fehood, viz. to Covetoutneſle, Extortion, and Pride. 

13. The hunger, 1n the wrath of God, after vanity, to devoureit, ts 
ſo great, that at preſent the powers of Heaven doe imprint their in- 


fluence ſo, that all proviſion and blefling, is conſumed, and the Minite of 


Man is ſo hungry after vanity, thar there is no reſt at all upon Earth,for 
this Deſire, | . ” 

14. Alſo the Third Principle, vis. the ſpirit of the world,'of the Do= 
minion in the fower Elements iwpreſſeth with its power , from whence 
all bl: fling is conſumed, and in ſtead thereof an unfatiable hunger of 
Covetouſneſfle is riſen up; fo that the Beaſt 'and the Whore together 
with their worſhippers are ſo hungry after Pride,covetouſneſſe, Envy,an- 
ger, unchaſtity, whoredomeand beaftiall voluptuouſneſfe, and ſo hard 
imprinted or jmpreſled in ſuch defire,that the Time is already, that this 
Beaſt together with the Whore muſt burſt to peeces. | 

15. And then Jacobs ſpirit reviveth', and beleevech that Joſeph is a 
Prince in the Land of Egypt, viz. in the Convertion : and there will Joſeph 
be maniteſted to his Brethren, and then they muſt be afhamedof their 
falſhood 8nd wickednes, that they have ſuppreſled Joſeph and ſold him, 
with ly1ng, into miſery, 16. For, 
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16. For, Joſephs face inthe Truth, ſhall behold all 7raelland Egypt; + 
for 1ſraell muſt goe forth out of Canaan, and leave Babell in the Number 
ſeaventy ; but the hunger in Zabel/ſayth : I will firſt fill my ſack that 1 
may have proviſion in the way : and &noweth not that Joſeph hath given 
ae proviſion for Expences, and moreover Chatiotts and apparel], 
' ſo that they ſhall only take ther Cattle along with. them, and leave their 
dwellings and houſholdſtuffe behinde. = 
17. Theproviſion for Expences, which at preſent 7/7ae!! gathereth 
together in Babell,belongeth all to the wrathjull Impreſſion of Gods An- 
ger, which ſhall devour it all when his fire burneth ; God hath cleerly 
ſent his children proviſion for Expexces beforehand, by Foſeph,they will 
havefully enough,ifthey doenot Contend upon this way ; ſumptuous 
apparel] is prepared for them, that they may be at 7e5# from this diſqui- 
etnes of the driver. | 
13. But Bebell thinketh,it is a long time yet 3 1ſrall muſt ſerve mee,T 
will plague them ſure enough; but the Deluge oc Floud, and the fire of 
Sodom falleth ſuddenly downe upon them, ſothat theres no eſcaping z 
he that waketh let him watch and take care that he doth not ſleepe; 
for the Bridegroome calleth every where, afterward the fooliſh Virgins 
will trim their Lamps: butit 1s too late,the hunger of Babell layeth- hold 
and deyoureth them in its Jawes.

20. Judah lignifieth the incorporated Covenant of God in Man, vis, 
the Divine Grace in Chriſt, 7/rael/ ſends this, that is, the whole Man be- 
fore to the heavenly Joſeph, and uniteth it with him,ſo that the heaven- 
ly Joſephin the incorporated Grace leadeth the Kingdome of Nature in 
Man, viz. the Old Jacob and Adam into Goſhen, viz. on the way of Con- 
verſion, into the Reſt of Chriſt ; that he cometh to theright Goale or 
Mark, where he findeth foode for the hungry Conſcience, viz.the right 
49 to Salvationz where there is right Teaching, and 1ſtra&7on, there 
Goſhen is neereat hand, wherethe ſoule fitteth 1n fatnes, and feedeth in 
the fatt paſture of Chriſt. 

21. And when the heavenly Joſeph, viz. Chriſt ſeeth, that the Old Ja- 
cob, that is, the Adamicall Man hath ſent his J#d4ah to him , and after- 
wards cometh himfelfe, then he makes ready his Chariott ; that is, his 
Operation with a powerfull affeQtion to entertainment, and goeth to 
meete the Naturall Man, and when they draw neere together, then this 
Joſeph falleth about the Neck of this Jacobs- Adary, that 15, he layeth bold 
on his deſere and Longing, and filleth it with his Teares, which he ſhed 
in his ſufferings, and 1n his victory brought through death into Eternall 
Joy.

22. With theſe Teares of Joy, he kindleth the ſoule of the Old Jacobs- 
Adam, ſo that Faco» for great Joy,weepetha long while on Joſephs neck, 
viz. in Chriſts Teares of Joy, and mingleth his inward Joy with the 
Teares of Chriſt : with which teares of Joy,the ſoule of the Old Jacobs-

23. Then ſayth the Naturall Man : Now I would willing!y dye and

31, 
Or tell Pharaoh, My brethren &* my fathers houſe are come to me out of theLand 3% 3334» 
of Canaan,&+ are*hraru(men,for they are people that are converſant about Cats * Sheyhewds, 
tell, and have brouzht with themr their ſmll and great Cattle, and all that they ® Paſtourss 
have : and now when Pharaoh ſhall call yee to him, and ſay : What 3s your em- 
ployment and buſineſſe? then ſhall ye ſay, thy ſervants are people that are conver. 
ſant about Cattle, from our youth up unto this time, both wee and our Father, 
that you may dwell in the Land of Goſhen , for thoſe which are heardſmen and 
keepers of Cattle are an abomination to the Egyptians. |

25. When the Heavenly Joſeph, Chri/?, hath manifeſted himſelfe to 
the Soule and Adamicall Man, fo that they are come together , and that 
they have received and imbraced one another, then that ſame powerfull 

- word in the Spirit of Chriſt, which hath Manifeſted it ſelfe in Man, preſ- 
ſeth and penetrateth againe into the Eternall Fathers Property, viz. in- 
to the Eternall Speaking of the Father; which heere is as much as to ſay : 
I will tell Pharaob, that my brethren, together with all my fathers houſe 
are come to mee. | 

26. For Ph.:r.0þ ſtandeth heere in the figureof God the Father, who 
is the Eternall King, to whom ſayth Chriſt, viz. the word of Love and 
Grace; that his brethren, viz. the properties of the Humane Life, from 
and with all its powers and vertues, are come to him , that is, the Word 
Ebriſt, which is come from the Father 1nto our Humanity through his 
power and vertue, {peaketh the Word of the Naturall humane Life, into 
the Eternall Word of the Father : which 1s heere called, telling the 
King. 

> For Chriſt is even the Fathers Steward over Man, as Joſeph was 
Pharaohs : For, Man is then manifeſted againe in God, when Chriſt 
ſpeaketh, telleth, and inſpireth him , into the word of the Father, elſe 
man coxld not attaine God; for the humane life is alſo proceeded from 
God the Fathers word : for the Spirit of God ſpake and inſpired it ſelfe 
from and by the word of the Father, into Man, Joh. the 1.

28. Burt after it came into a Creature, and became Naturall jt turned 
it ſelfe away from Gods Love-ſpeaking, or inſpiration of Love, and ma- 
nifeſted it ſe}fe in the ſpeaking of Anger, the power of Love ſpeaking, 
was extinguiſhed 1n it,viz,the Second Principle, the holy generating or

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working of the dipize power ; and was wot able in its owne power and 
ſtrength to enter againe into the Love-ſpeaking, that it might be able 
to ſpeake or Generate the Divine Love-power ; it had rent it ſelfe off 
from Gods Love, and brought it ſelfe into a Naturall ſpeaking of ſelfe 
and vanity.

gaine,into the Eternal] ſpeaking word, and make it man:fef# therein be. 
tore the Eternall King, he bringeth the humane word in the Fathers 
property, into the Word of God, and reconcileth the rent and ſevered 


| humane word jn the Fathers Anger-ſpeaking , with his Love, that js, 
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he chang<th the Anger in the word of the humane Lite 1n his Teares of 
Love, into the divine Kingdome of Joy, and manifeſteth the humane 
Life aFzally and workingly 72 God, and that heere, is, as Joſeph ſayd : I 
will tell Pharaoh, that my brethren & my fathers whole houſe are come 
to mee out of the Land of Canaan. 

30. For, Chriſt 1s become our brother; {The word of Love became Man 
and dwelt in ws; and tooke Adams Nature upon him; and therefore in 
this figure it 1s called, his fathers houſe, viz. the firſt 4dam,and his chil- 
dren hecalleth his brethren ; ſo very ſecretly and myſtically the Spirit 
of Moſes ſpeaketh in the figure of Chriſt , elſe in this place he had ſayd 
enough, in ſaying my father is come to mee, it he had not had another 
figure under It. | 

31, Hee fayth, Out of the Land of Cazaar, and they are heardſmen, 
thus he would tell Pharaoh, that they might dwell in the Land of Go- 

ſhen ;, That,in the Figure, 1s thus much ; Chriſt ſheweth with his inſpeak- 
ing of Love into the word of his Father, that his brethren are come to 
him out of the vanity of the Canaazites,out of the wilde beaſtiall proper- 
ty, and that they from their youth up, from the time of 4dam hitherto, 
have been onely heardſmen;that is,the word of the humane Life, oughr 
to have dwelt 1n this fleſhly Canaar 1n fleſh & bloud, & muſt and ought 
to have the Keeping and Ordering of the beaſtial/ property of the fleih, 

32. For, the Anjmale ſoule 7 Spiritu Mundi, in the Spirit of the 
World in Man, hath many hundred #eaſts, which it hath awakened and 
manifeſted in it ſelfe, with the falſe and wicked Luſt ; theſe Beaſts now, 
muſt the word of the humane Life keep, always,from 4dazr,to this time, 
and muſt be converſant with ſuch Cattle, and #zanage theſe beaſts, and 
take care of them; therefore now ſayd Joſeph, that they might dwell 
with their Cattle in the Land of Goſhen, that is, in « pecutier place by it 
ſelte, and not with Pharaoh; for Heardſmen , ſayth the Spirit, werean 
abomination to the Egyptians, that is, the b-aſtjall propertie in Man is an 
abomination to God, therefore Chriſt bringeth onely the inward Paradiſe- 
call Ground, ( this, time of the Beaſt, ) before the face of God: but he 
bringeth the Beaſt into Goſher, that is, into the outſpoken or Expreſſed 
ſubſtance of this world, into a place bleſſed of God. 

33. TheBeaſtiall Man cannot dwell with Pharaoh, that is, in Gods 
Majeſty and holy power and vertue: Joſeph, or JE SU Sleaveth him in 
the outward Nature, in the Kingdome of this world;and ſetteth him in 
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a Bleſſing, that he ſhould dwell zeere God, but a principle is the diſtinc- 
tion, as between Time and Eternity. | 

34. And Joſeph ſayd circumfpeftly; he would ſay, they had brought 
along with them their {mall and great Cattle, to fignifie, that the whole 
Man with all his works were brought into the Grace and fat blefſed 

habitation before, God, that Chriſts children with all their earthly worke 
were placed in Goben, viz. 1n a ſtate and condition of Grace, 

35. Andhe ſayd to his brethren, when Pharaoh ſhall aske, what is 
your Trade and employment, then ſhall ye ſay, thy fervants have been 
heard{men from our youth up, that is thus much, when Gads Spirit ſhall 
ſearch and trie what ye are 1n Minde and Thoxght, whether ye be An- 
gellsand Miniſters of God,then humble your ſelves before God,and ſay 
not concerning your ſclves before the Face of God, wee fitt in thy Office, 
and are Lords, or Potentates and Rulers of the World, or Rich, Noble, 
excellent, Learned, underſtanding perſons,or ſuch like,doenot eſteeme 
your {elves good in the (1ght of God,fay not wee are thy deare Miniſters 
and Servants in thy Power ; but ſay; wee thy Servants are Heard(mer 
from Adam to this time, wee keepe and manage our Beaſtiall property, 
viz, the works of thy wonders which thou haſt made, wee cannot ſubſiſt 
before thee, O holy God:zfor wee are unfitt z-worthy & ignorant heard(- 
men of thy wonders, let us but finde Grace in thy ſight, that wee may 
dwell before thee in this Goſhen ;, O {ord ! wee know not what wee ſhall 
doe before thee,doe thou direGt and teach us, how wee ſhall manage theſe 
thy heards, for, wee are thy Servants, and will ſerve before thee as thy 
heardimen. 

36. In this Glaſle behold thy ſelfe thou faire world, what thou art in 
thy high State, places, and Offices, even all of you trom the Einpcrour to 
the beggar, and him that 1s leaſt and loweſt of all, are but heardſmes : 
every one is but a.heardſman, for their authority is but an Office of the 
Beaſtiall Man, and hath under his Command and management but to 
rule over Beaſts and no more, for. xo worldly Orhce can rule over the 
inward divine Man, he muſt 1n his Office manage onely a heard of Beaſts 
or Cattle, and Governe, take care, and tutor them,and they Tutour him 
againe. 

"t With theſe Offices of heardimen,now the Earthly Lucifer prideth 
and boaſteth himſelte, as if he had an Angelicall Goyernment, and yet 
in the preſence of God, is but a heardiman or keeper of Beaf?sand no 
mare. «.; *:; S, 13-30” 

38. And therefore hath God typified and prefigured his Myſteries by 
ſuch ſimple heardſmen, that Man ſhould ſee EDU, in his Offce, State, 
and Condition, alfo that his wrath may nor lift'up It' ſelfe and deſtroy 
theſe ſhepheards and heardſmen ;and fo he hath alwayes in his prefigu- 
ration premodeled them onely as heard{ſmen, that he might powre out 
bis Grace upon Mans ignorance and want of underſtanding, 

39- Heerin behold your ſelves ye Potent, Noble, Rich, Learned peo- 
ple, a/ of you one andother, how the Spirit of God, repreſents you by 
the deere Patriarchs in the manner of the heard{mans Office, in the reve- 
lation of his Myſteries, yeare all one and other b:fore him noother:then 
his heardſmen, the Emperors as well as his Miniſters and ſervarts, the 
Noble as well as his inferiour, en well as another, one in this heaſtj- 
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all Office ordereth and manageth another in another beaſtiall Office, 

40. But the Phariſee will ſay, I keepethe ſheepeof Chriſt ; wo bets 
him that committeth his ſheepeto aWolfe- if he teacheth that which is 
Good from the Spirit of Chriſt, then 1t is not from his owne authority 
and power, but the-Arch-ſhepheard doth it through him : But he ma- 
nageth Beaſts onely, and himſelfe taketh one Beaſt of the heard to him: 
ſelfe, which muſt alſo be kept and cared for, or elſe the Wolfe will de- 
voure it. 

41. Thus hath God placed al offices in the Office of a Shepheard, ſo 
that one ſhould manage and take care of another, and yet they are all 
but ſhepheards before him, which keepe Beaſts and Cattle; Chriſt ozhis 
the ſhepheard of Soxles and no other. | , 

42. None ſhould truſt the ſheepe of Chriſt which he hath iz him, to 
any earthly Shepheard,but onely to the Shepheard Chriſt, for there are 


Wolves 1n all the outward offices of Shepheards, which take and devyoure 


the ſheepe of Chriſt ; he may paſſe well for one, 1n the Office of a Shep- 
heard, but let him have a care of the: Shepheards Dogs, that they doe not 
bite him. 

43. O Worldin thy high State and Condition ! © that thou didſt but 
conſider what thou art in thy State & Condition in the fight of heaven, 


and didft not ſet thy State and Condition ſo aloft in Gods Love, for it 


ſtandeth only in his deeds of Wonder, in evill and good. 

44- When God would havea worldly State and Condition prefigu- 
red in his Love,then he ſet Shepheards in it,or elle meane poore deſpiſed 
and #neſteemed people: ſee Abel, Seth, Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Iſaac, Jacob, 
Joſeph, Meſes, David : alſo th: Prophets and Apoſtles, and all Holy Men 
Or Saints, through whom God once manifeſted himſelfe ; and then thou; 
wilt ſee, that no highnes availeth any thing before him , that is but a 
Glaſle of wonders in evill and good, alſo a ſport of Gods Love and An- 


ger, a premodeling or repreſentation of the Angelica Dominions in 


Light and Darknes, in Heaven and Hell.

MY ſayth ; * Then came Joſeph and told Pharaoh, and ſayd, My father 
LL ard my brother with their ſmall and great (attle,and all that they hgve, 
are come to mee out of the Land of Canaan, and behold they are in the Land of 
Goſhen 5 and he tooke five of his youngeſt brethren and ſett them before Pha- 
raoh;, then ſayd Pharaoh to his brethren : What is your employment, ani trade ? 


and they anſwered, thy ſervants are heardſmen, wee and our Father; and {ayd 


further to Pharaoh, wee are come to dwell by you in the Land, for thy ng nc 
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have not paſture for their Cattle , the famine doth ſo hard preſſe the Land of 
Canaan, now therefore let thy Servants dwell in the Land of Goſhen + and Pha- 

raoh ſayd to Joſeph: is this thy Father, and are theſe thy Brethren who are come 

to thee, the Land of Egypt ſtandeth open for thee, l:t them dwell in the beſt place 

of the Land, let them dwell in the Land of Goſhen, and if thou knoweſt any a- 

mong them that are fit and expert, ſet them over my Beaſts and Cattle, 


The inward Figure ſtandeth thus. 


2. When Chriſt manifeſteth his brethren, and the Old Father Ada, 
in the power and yertue of God, that they are with all their ſubltance 
come to him, and have wholly given up themſelves to him, then he tak- 
eth five of the youngelt brethren in the properties of life,and ſetteth them 
before God, that 1s, he taketh the f/ve Serſes of Man, which alwayes are 
and continue to be the youngeſt in the Lifes property , tor they are con- 
tinually generated anew, and ſetteth theſe, with the power and vertue 
of their Life, before God. 
3. For theſeare they, that ſhal/ be Gods Miniſters and Servants in the 
Love: totheſe Chriſt giveth in, his Councell and ſayth 5 when ye come 
before the Face of God, fo that the Spirit of God in you proceedeth up- 
on you, and proveth and fffterh what your office and work is,in the pre- ' 
ſence of God, then humble your {clves and ſay in the preſence of God 3 
thy ſervants are but heardſmen, and are come to thee in the famine of 
Miſery in our great Hunger, to dwell necre thee in the Land of God, for 
in our owne powers and vertues in the Adamicall Kingdome of Nature, 
wee have not paſture and foode tor the poore miſerable Life; therefore 
now O Lord ſuffer thy ſervants to dwell in the Land of Goſhez, viz. in 
thy Courts, that wee may eate of the dew of Heaven, and live to thee, 
and ſerve thee in our Office. 
4. Then ſayth the Eternall Father to Chriſt, »zz. to his Steward 
behold, is that thy Father Adam,and are theſe thy brethren according to 
the humanity, which are come to thee; the Land of Egypt ſtandeth open 
for thee, that 1s.the Kingdome of heaver together with the Kingdome of 
Natzre ſtandeth open to thee, thou art my Steward in the Kingdome of 
Grace, and alſo in th- Kingdome of the Nature of the humane Proper- 
ty, let them dwell in the beſt place in the Kingdome of Grace, and in the 
Kingdome of Nature ; and it thou ſeeſt that there are Men among them 
fit for it, ſet them over my Cattle, that is, thoſe among them that are fit 
and expert, make them Officers in the Kirigdome of Nature, that they 
may rule over my Creatures, that is, ſet them in the Apoſtol;ck Office, 
that they may feede my flock, whom thou leadelt izwaraly z#: ther with 
thy Staffe or Crooke ; let them be * outwardly Shephheards, and leade = the = 
and governe the properties of Nature, viz. my ſheepe or Feaſts. F ce gs a 
5. All Spirituall Shepheards in this world, doe fit in the Office of the chers in the 
Father, as alſo the worldly Shepheards, which are inſtituted onely by CE 
Chriſt, through whom Chriſt himſelfe izwardly ruleth and governeth, who thy are. 
and they are all of them Gods Officers. os | 
6. But whoſoever are inſtituted in an Office without the | chiefe + 0,4rch-Bi- 
Shepheard Chriſt, they all of them are but in the Land of Canaar in the _ 
famine of Gods Anger,and are but devouring Wolves, both oneand other, 
| | | be 
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be they ſpirituall or worldly Officers, be they noble of ignoble, Prince 
or Proteor or Guardian, Prieſt or Sexton, oneas wellas another : All 
that r»/eth in an Office #:thout Gods Spirit,that ruleth of ſelfe.and to the 
Judgement of God; he that thinketh not 1n his Office to ſerve God . 
and to manage his Office as a Shepheard of God, he is a Miniſter and 
Servant of Lxcifer and ſerveth him. 

7. Moſes ſayth further ; * Alſo Joſeph brought his father Jacob, and pre. 


ſented him before ſharaob + and Jacob bleſſed Pharaoh ; that is, Chrilt ſet alſo 


the Adamicall Image before God, not onely the five Senſes but the 
whole Man, and he bleſleth God, that 1s, he thanketh God and bringeth 
him frzit, to the praiſe of God as a Bleſling: then ſayth God in his ating 
and working. * How old art thou £ and he anſwereth, one hundred and thix. 
ty yeeres is the time of my Pilgrimage, few and evill are my dayes in the time of 
my life, and they reach not to the time of my fathers in their Pilgrimage ; ſo Ja- 
cob bleſſed Pharaoh, and went forth from him. 7x 
8. Thus the Adamicall Man acknowledgeth and confeſſeth before 
God his evill time, in the earthly defire, and fayth,it is but a Pilgrimage, 
vi. a continuall wandering and anxiety in.continuall cares and diſqui- 
etnes, whereby Man worketh and effeJeth Gods wonders. 
9. And 2/9fes ſayth further; * There was no bread in all the Land, for the 
Famine was very ſore ard hard, ſo that the Land of Feypt and Canaan were fa- 
miſhed by reaſon of the Famine ;, and "Joſeph gathered all the Money that was 
fonnd in Fgypt and Canaan for the Corne that they bought , and he put all the 
Money in the houſe of Pharaoh ; Now when the Money in Egypt and Canaan was 
brought.all Egypt came to Joſeph and ſazd :Gioe us Bread z, wherefore amnſt wee 
aye in thy preſence , being without Money £ And Joſeph ſayd , fetch mee your 
Beaſts and Cattle, and I will give you for them , being you are without Money : 
then they brought their Cattle to Joſeph, and he gave them bread for their horſes 
and fheepe, for their heifers and Aſſes ; and ſo he nouriſhed them with bread this 
yeare for all their Beaſts and Cattle. | | 
10. This figure 1s very powerfull and conteineth great and deepe un- 
derſtanding, although the Beaſtiall Man full of Covetoufneſle and ex- 
zortion imagineth to himſe]fe,as if this made for him, yet the true figure 
is quite againſt him, as allo is the parable or fimilitude in the Goſpel, of 
the unjuſt Steward, which ſayth ; || 1h: Lord commended him that be had 
done ſo pradently. | 
11. This Faminein Fgypt and Canaan, when all the Land was fami- 
ſhed, prefigureth the pooxe fallez Man 1n Body and Soule, which the an- 
ger of God hath dried up and-caufed to wither, ſo that it is famiſhed, 
For Egypt fignifieth the Soles Nature,and Carar the Bodyes Nature, The 
oreat proviſion of Corne which Joſeph gathered togeiher and ſold inthe 
Famine, ſignifieth the Divine Þ ord of Grace. The Money of the Egyptians 
and Canaanites, for which they bought Corne of Joſeph, ſignifieth Gods 
Creaturely Word of the humane Life. The Beaſts which they there gave 
alſo for bread, when there was no more Money, ſignifieth the | /mage- 
l:ke propertie 1n thelife of Man.

12. When Maa in ſoule and body in this famine and in this ſtarving 


hunger, 
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hunger cometh into Gods anger and withering, then he hath no refreſh- 
ment nor Comfort, for his Conſcience withereth ſo quite in Gods An- 
ger, that he muſt goe to the heavenly Joſeph, and buy this foode of 
Grace. 

13. Firlt, while the Soule together with the Body, finde yet alittle 
power and comfort in them, though indeed the Conſcience graweth ;

14. But when theanguiſh of the Conſcience withereth up this Hope, 
and that ſuch cold Prayer and hiſtoricall Faith will no more avyayle, fo 
that the Conſcience cryeth out, that thou muſt be famriſbed in the An- 
ger of God, no prayer more will avayle before God; then commeth the 
poore Soule to this Joſeph and ſayth : Why wilt thou ſuffer mee to pe> 
Tiſh, becauſe 1 can»ot bring my Prayer and Faith before thee; by which

in the deere 3 then ſayth the poore ſoule to the heavenly Joſeph, alas my

his owne ſelfe is quite yeelded up;then 1s Reaſon rightly killed, and the

19. And Moſes ſayth further z; þ Thus Joſeph bought the whole Land of 
Egypt for Pharaoh, for the Egyptians ſold every one their Ground; for the fa= 
mine was ſo ſore, ſharp and Jong upon them, and ſo the Land became Pha« 
raohs owe, and he diſtributed the People into the Cities from one place of Egypt 
to the other, except the Land of the Prieſts, which he bought not , for it was aps. 
pointed for the Prieſts by Pharaoh, that they ſhould provide for themſelves out of 
that Portion which he had given them, therefore they dared not to ſell their 
Lands. |

his mercy and Compaſiion , ſhall ſtill dwell with the poore Adamicall 
Leroy or corrupt children of fleſh, and #9: forſake them in their 
miſcry. oY 

6. But it hath more reſpe& tothe Covenant, that the children of the 
Covenant in their Adamicall Nature would be-a zeere Cohabitation in 
Hope, and that the Outward Man. would #ot apprehend the Kingdome 
of Chriſt, but would be a neere. co-habitation with it, where Chriſ 
ſhould dwell in the inward Ground, v3z. in the Spirituall World, and 
Adam in this * Time of the Life ; and yet be a co-habitation. _ 

7. For, as the Spirit hath, by Jude, declared Chriſt in the fleſh, ſo 
now heere he declareth that the oztward Man would not be Chriſt, but 
be a Co: habitation of Chriſtz Chriſt 4g poſlefie the inward Ground; 
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as he alſo fayth, 4 Kingdome is not of this world; Therefore the outward 
mortal! Man ſhould rot fay of it ſelfe, I am Chriſt ; for heis onely a Co- 
habitation of Chriſt , asthe outward world is onely .a Co habitation oy 
neere neighbourhood to the Kingdome of Chriſt; for Chriſt is the in. 
ward Spiritzall world, hidden in the outward vifble world, as the Da 
is hidden in the night, and yet they dwell, one, by, neere, aud with, the 
other. | |

The Teſtament of Ifſachar. 


8. * Iſſachar is a flrong boned Aſſe, and he lodgeth in valleys, between the 
Borders or Hills of the Country, and he ſaw Reſt that it was Good,and the Land 
that it was oy wo and fraitfull;, but he hath bowed his ſhoulders to beare and 
is become a Tribute ſervant. In this Teſtament of 1/acher,the Spirit point- 
eth firſt, at the outward figure of this Tribe or Stock , ſhewing where 
they ſhould dwel] ; viz. tn the mids of the Land in Good eaſe and Reſt, 
but yet be Trivutary 3 but the powerfull figure looketh upon the in- 
ward Ground, viz. upon the humane Nature. 

9. For when | Les bare 1/acharſhee ſayd,God hath rewarded mee in that 
1 gave wy Mayae to my busband, and ſhee called bins Tſachar;that is, a divine 
wages ot reward : for ſhee had given Rachel/ her Sonnes Mandrakes,that 
ſhee ſuffered Jacob to !leepe with her this night, upon which ſhee con- 
ceived this ſonne, therefore ſhee called him a recompence from God. 

10. But the Spirit ſayth jn this figure, he would be a boned ſtrong 
Aﬀe, and lodge between the Borders which oxtwardly in its habitation 
was juſt ſo; but in the inward figure, he ſayth; The man which is ob- 
teined from God by prayer,is indeed a Gift and wages, but his Adawical 
Nature, is onely a Boned ſtrong Aſle for the burthen , who beareth the 
Adamicall Sack ; but he dwelleth with his inde between the Borders; 


viz, between God and the Kingdome of this world, his Minde preflcth 


into the Borders of God, and the Body dwcelleth in the World. 

11. Therefore the 41inde muſt be as a Boned fervile laviſh Aſie, 
which though it ſicteth at eaſe and reſ# in a good habitation in the Bor- - 
ders of God, yetit muſt bearethe burthen of fares and of Death in the

12. Buthe addeth the cavſe why he muſt remaine a Boned ſtrong 
Aſle, for he ſayth, He ſaw the Reſb, that it was good, and the Land that it was 
pleoſan ; thatis, that the Minde would alwayes deſire to reſt in the Luſt 
and pleaſure of the fleſh 5 and would deſire to take care of the Earthly 
Luſt, and in that regard, the Minde muſt be a ſervile Aſlſe, and ſeryant 
of Gods Anger; and ſofſeperateth the Naturall Adamicall Man, from 
the Seedeof the Covenant, viz. from the perſon of Chriſt, ſo that the 
Naturall Adamicall Man in its #bred Nature, is but this Aſle with the 
Sack, till Chriſt poſſeſſerh bis Kingdome, in him; no Covenant or pray- 
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ing, availeth, but that Adam muſt in this world remaine an Aſle, till the 
Sack be gone, and then heiscalled a new childe in Chriſt , which new 
childe in this Life 1s the i»ward Ground, but the boned ſtrong Ale is 


the new childes i-ſrrument, upon which the Sack is carried, for the ſer- 
vility of Gods Anger continueth ſo long as the Sack laſteth.

13. * Danwill be a Judge among his People, as any other Generation in 1/- 


raell ; Dan will be a Serpent in the way, and an Adder on the path, and will bite

- vation, This is a powerfull figure of the outward power and anthority 


of humane Officers 1n the Kingdome of this World, and is ſo ſtrongly 
prefigured, that It 18 ferrzble to reade, if a man rightly diſcerne the fi- 
gure;z and yet in the preſence of God it ſtandeth 1n its own proper fi- 
gurethus; The Spirit ſayth : Daz will be a Judge among his people, as 
one of the Generations or Tribes 1n 1ſraell, 


In the Figure it ſtandeth thus. 


14. Danſtandeth in the figure of all outward Officers , from thoſe of 
higheſt authority and power, even to the * Government of the humane

18, , # hen Rachel! could beare no children to Jacob, ſhee was troubled at Ja- 
cob, «nd ſayd to hits, procure mee children, if not, I dye ;, but Jacob was wrath 
with Rachell and ſayd, I am not God, that T ſhould give thee fruit of thy Body - 
but ſhee ſayd; ebol4, there is my mayd ſervant Bilha : Lye thou with her, that 

ſhce may bring forth on my Lap, and Tſhall be built np by her : and thus ſhee gave 

him Bilha her mayd ſeroant to wife, and Jacob lay with her : ſo Bilha concexved

19. This now is the powertull figure of Jacobs Teſtament, wherein 
he propheſieth ſo terribly concerning Der, that he would be a Serpent ;

fer God to Judge and lead 1t, but al wayes mmurmureth againſt God, as Ra-. 
che} murwured ; eee harm "rt It went not with her as ſhe would, 
and was implacablewith preſſing Jacob,thathe would give her children 
or elſe ſhee would dye. at which Jacob was wrath. 

20. Sonow the Spirit repreſents the figure by Bilþz, Rachells mayd- 
ſervant, whom ſhee gave to Facobfora wite, who bare this Dar, who 
ſhould be a Judgeand determiner of the anger and ſtrife between Jacob 
and Racbell, when the ſe elſe-will of Rachell would haye children b force. 

21. And it prefigureth this to us, that the Worldly Office of a Judge, 
hath its Origloall from Gods mayd-ſeryant, that is, from the Kingdome 
and Dominion of Nature, and that God created Man under no Office of . 
a Judge; but the ſelfe- murmuring ſibborne and oppolite will of Man,

edaes cauſeth that, viz. thy owne willfullzes ; therefore alſo hath God

25. And wee ee clearly, that Dan, viz the Officeof a Judge in 1/rael,
